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For the purposes of appeal, amended claim 2 (and its dependent claims) would be rejected rejected under 35 USC 1 03 as being 
unpatentable over Tamura in view of Caicedo and in further view of Ezquerra in the manner as was applied to claim 4 in the Final Rejction 
of 9/24/08, as amended claim 2 now contains the limitations found in previously rejected claim 4. 

For the purposes of appeal, amended claim 8 (and its dependent claims) would be rejected rejected under 35 USC 1 03 as being 
unpatentable over Tamura in view of Caicedo and in further view of Ezquerra in the manner as was applied to claim 1 1 in the Final Rejction 
of 9/24/08, as amended claim 8 now contains the limitations found in previously rejected claim 4. 

Applicant's amendment of claim 10 overcomes the 35 USC 112, second paragraph, rejection in the Final Rejection of 9/24/08. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. The examiner maintains the position that it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to combine the familiar shoulder straps taught by Caicedo, located on 
the opposite side of the container (1 1 ) as the seat (21 ), with the suitcase structure taught by Tamura (Figure 3) to allow the user to 
transport the suitcase over an uneven running surface with the user's hands free. Moreover, the combination of Tamura and Caicedo (and 
Ezquerra) would result in a predictable variation that one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize as no more than the predictable use of 
prior art elements according to their established functions, which has been held unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), absent evidence that 
the modifications necessary to effect the combination of elements is uniquely challenging or difficult for one of ordinary skill in the art. Ex 
Parte Smith, 83 USPQ.2d 1509, 1518-19 (BPAI, 2007) (citing KSR v. Teleflex, 127 S.Ct. 1727, 1740, 82 USPQ2d 1385, 1396 (2007)). 
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
